




Dorms: A Variety of Gripes 


According to readent directors and 
assistants in Thurston and Mitchell Halls, 
there are three over-riding complaints from 
residents; resentment at being tied down to 
the meal plan, dissatisfaction with painting 
and plumbing, and having to endure 
reverberating shouts and blaring stereos. 

“One of the biggest problems is noire,” 
Thurston Resident Director Nora Pfennig 
reflected in an interview Monday. She also 
mentioned rooms are overdue for painting 
and the problem of storing bicycles at 
Thurston, which currently houses them in 
the recreation room. 

Pfennig explained D.C. law regulating 
placement of bicycle racks near curbs and 
Thurston’s close proximity to the street 
make it impossible to keep bicycles in 
oifrtide racks. 

Thurston RA Mary Thum and Mitchell 
RA Chuck Merin both encountered 
problems of “lack of privacy,” agreeing 
that problems with roommates are a major 
concern of RA's. “Everybody wants a 
single room,” Thum explained, “and they 
can’t have them.” 

Merin said, however, that “Mitchell is 
unique-there are all single rooms, so there 


Thruston resident Elizabeth Spalding 
echoed the “roommate” dissatiafaction, 
explaining that there can be little real 
privacy with three people living in the same 
room. Spalding said she didn't resent the 
cramped conditions “too much, because I 
know it’s a necessity.’’ 

George Ridler, Assistant Director of 
Housing, when confronted with these 
general complaints, attributed the problems 
to lack of money. He explained that a 
certain number of people have to be on the 
meal plan every year to meet the terms of 
the bond which helped pay for Thurston 
Hall. 

Ridler expressed satisfaction with the 
apartment-based dormitory, Munson Hall. 
He cited the newly acquired Gurthridge 
building on F St. as ideal for apartment 
purposes, if the university so designates. 

Ridler also commented on the upkeep 
of the dorms, again mentioning budget 
limitations. He explained “What we’ve tried 
to do is a combination of painting the 
worst rooms and necessary structural 
repairs."

Traditional View "Dreadful' 

Rabbi Hits Past Role of Women

Speaking at the weekly Hillel House 
snackbar, Rabbi Eugene Lipman called the 
traditional attitude that women were created for 
the purpose of man ‘‘simply dreadful.” 

Concerning himself with the role of women 
in Jewish tradition, Lipman spoke to a group of 
20 students Friday. He divided the concept into 
three distinct areas, describing them as: the 
Haggadah or non-legal folklore, the Halacha-or 
formal Jewish law-and the 
Psycho-Socio-Economic affect of history, 

Lipman detailed one aspect of the woman’s 
role according to Haggadic Jewish tradition, 
explaining, ‘‘Woman was created by God to be a 
fit companion for man.” 

“However,” Lipman added, ‘‘for every 
Haggadah that is a put-down of women, there is 
another Haggadah of the other point of view.” 
Using the Book of Genesis as an example of 
this dual Haggadic attitude, Lipman noted that 
in the second chapter, God, seeing man alone, 
created woman from man's rib. “This,” he said, 
‘‘gives the implication that woman was created 
for man.” 

“Yet,” he continued, ‘‘if you go back to the 
first chapter of Genesis, it says something 
entirely different. This chapter says God created 
rhan and woman together and blessed them 
both.” 

The Rabbi, using this example, said the many 
diverse attitudes toward women are due to 
different Haggadic interpretations 

Pointing to the difference between the 
informal Haggadah and the Halacha, the Rabbi 
characterized the latter as rigid and inflexible. 


He added that the Halacha was divided into two 
parts, ritual limitations and societal 
classifications. 

The Halacha, written law, says that any type 
of hemorrhaging renders an individual 
temporarily non-kosher. Since bleeding occurs 
during childbirth and the menstrual cycle, 
women are at times considered unclean. 

In addition, the uncertainty of the menstrual 
period makes it hard to know exactly when a 
woman is unclean. For this reason the Halacha 
forbids women from touching certain sacred 
kosher items. 

Lipman felt this attitude was reflective of a 
blood fear by ancient Jews, rather than 
masculine discrimination. 

In addition, the Halacha realized that 
societally, ‘‘A woman’s work is never done.” 
Since their family obligations are so time 
consuming, women have (he option of 
disregarding any mitzvah, or special ritual task, 
that contains a time limit. 

Lipman indicated that Jews recognized the' 
sexuality of women as early as the second 
century. The Mishna, a commentary on the 
every-day laws of the Talmud, acknowledged 
that women have sexual rights and expectations 
and that men have explicit sexual responsibilities 
and obligations to their wives. 

The Rabbi also explained that historically the 
traditional role of the Jewish woman had been 
to get married, have children and support her 
family so that her husband could spend all of 
his time studying. He added that this practice 
was common until the beginning of the 20th 
century and continues today in some parts of 
Jerusalem.

A newly created Health Staff Seminar, designed to examine 
health practices and problems, has been instituted here with the 
aid of a two year grant of $235,000 from the Carnegie 
Corporation of New York. 

Judith Miller, a GW graduate, has been appointed director of 
the seminar by University President Lloyd Elliot. She feels that 
people in the federal government are too isolated and tend to be 
“out of touch” with health needs. 

Miller says the program can have a great impact or none at all; 
“...It depends on the amount of time and energy they put in.” 
Some of the new ideas in health care to be discussed include new 
concepts in medical training. 

The seminar is set up as a series of in-town dinner meetings, 
short term training sessions, and out-of-town visits to look at 
health facilities around the country. Some sessions will be held at 
local restaurants, some at Miller’s home, and some on Capitol Hill. 

“We’ll meet anywhere it’s convenient,” she says, adding that 
the idea is to spend as little money as possible while making some 
contribution to learning. 

The seminar began March 6 with a dinner at Chez Robert at 
which the problem of health care costs and Phase II regulations 
was discussed. The group has already been to the University of 
Washington at Seattle to study the effectiveness of health 
maintenance organizations in the area and plans another trip to 
Kansas City in April to look at other innovations in health care 
delivery. 

Miller says the seminar program is a very free-form operation, 
in which nothing is scheduled too far in advanoe. She is looking 
for speakers for their local meetings and hopes to line up HEW 
Secretary Elliot Richardson and Sen. Jacob Javits of New York, 
among others.

National Organization Underway 

Student Lobbyists Go to Hill

The National Student 
Lobby's program bringing 
students to Capitol Hill as 
registered lobbyists begins 
today. 

According to Executive 
Director Layton Olson, students 
“from as many as 33 states" 
will be meeting with then- 
respective Congressmen, and 
members of the House and 
Senate Appropriations 
Committees regarding the 


Student Assistance Programs in 
the Higher Education Act. 

Spokesmen said “students 
will be pressing for the new 
Senate programs of ‘Basic 
Grants,’ but will also be 
lobbying for full funding of the 
existing student assistance 
programs.” 

Olson explained that “in 
1971-72, appropriations for 
Educational Opportunity Grants 
were less than 50 per cent of 
authorizations. (This) denied 
EOG money to over 250,000 


Eagle Party Candidate 
Begins 1972 Campaign 


(Ed. Note: This article 
continues Hatchet coverage of 
D.C. -based Presidential 
campaigns.

A I ford and Walter Fauntroy 
and including Lucy Mayberry, 
further coverage of both 
nationwide and area candidates 
is upcoming.) 

In seeking the highest office 
in the land, Eagle Party 
organizer and candidate Lucy 
Mayberry bases her drive on her 
personal fear that “We have 
forgotten that we (the people) 
are the government." 

Mayberry, a Washington 
resident, who began the Eagle 
Party in 1960 in Sacramento, 
Calif., charges that politicians 
think they’re “lord and master 
as soon as they get the vote,” 
and understands voters who 
“feel it Is futile to vote at all.” 

“We are manipulated by 
politicians," Mayberry 
explained, complaining that 
candidates “tell us what may 
satisfy our dissatisfactions,” but 
renege on pledges. 

Mayberry, trying to “get the 
Eagle Party off the ground 
eventually,” bases her campaign 
on ecology, since she’s “very 
concerned about the pollution 
of the earth.” 

/ The matronly aspirant 
advises, “Don’t buy another car 
until car companies make a 


clean one. The turbine and 
other engines have been ready 
since 1967.” 

“Strike now,” Mayberry 
declared, “and you’ll have p/ 
clean car by 1973." 

The Eagle Party offers a 
unique platform, emphasizing 
nutrition, which states “Total 
nutrition for all ages is of 
the most absolute necessity and 
should be the first 
consideration of any money 
spent regardless of military or 
space or defense budgets." 

Lisner Searched 
For Bomb 

D.C. Police officials and 
trained dogs searched Lisner 
Auditorium for thirty minutes 
last night after receiving two 
phone calls saying a bomb had 
been planted in the building. 

According to Assistant GW 
Security Director Byron 
Matthai, the dogs "sniffed out 
an attache case’* in the 
basement of the building "but 
there was nothing there." 

The case was removed from 
an office by a D.C. Police 
bomb disposal unit but, when 
opened, was found to contain 
only “papers and binders,” 
according to a police report 
filed after the search.

colleges had approved 
requests.” 

NSL spokesmen claimed that 
current Congressional 
appropriations would deprive “a 
projected 402,000 students” of 
EOG funds. 

The students will also press 
Congressmen to retain the 
amendment introduced by Sen. 
Fred Harris (D-Okla.), which 
would put Congress on record 
favoring inclusion of students 
on campus trustee boards. The 
Higher Education Act is 
currently in conference 
committee. 

What the lobbying effort 
mfeans, said Olson, is to 
“impress on Congressmen and 
Senators the urgent need for a 
reordering of national 
priorities... The President has 
asked Congress for over six 
billion more in defense funds 
for the year 1972*73... yet at 
the same time the student 
assistance programs are grossly 
underfunded.” 

Berkeley student body 
president Larry Seidman, one 
of the students coming to 
Washington, said “one year ago 
Herbert Marcuse said on this 
campus that the ‘shock-rock’ 
revolution was over and the 
time for hard political 
organizing had arrived. The 
National Student Lobby is 
leading the way in this new 
phase of the student 
movement.” ' 

The lobbyists will also be 
hearing from Congressmen on 
other liberal issues. Sen. Mike 
Gravel (D-Alaska) is expected 
to speak on his proposed bill to 
end the Indochina air war. On 
this same issue, Fred Branfman 
of Project Air War will address 
the group. 

In addition, columnist Jack 
Anderson will discuss the 
“Crisis in Credibility in 
Washington." NSL spokesmen 
expect these activities to 
“further interest students in a 
continuing concern with 
national legislation.” 




In contrast to that* crowded stacks now found at the 
32-yaar-old library on G Street, the University Library now 
standing in unfinished form at the corner of 22nd and H 
Streets will be uncramped and extremely functional.

If we are going to have any kind of elections here in 
the near future which will mean something, such as 
choosing representatives to an All-University Assembly, 
we better learn how to run them. The mess coming out 
of the recent Center boards elections proves there still is 
much to be learned. 

It would have seemed that the hassles the Elections 
Committee would have to deal with this year would be 
relatively few, considering the number of uncontested 
positions on the ballot. Yet the committee’s lack of 
clear guidelines has caused incredible confusion. 

It was announced that write-in ballots would be 
accepted, yet the voting machines were not equipped for 
this, causing over 500 voters to be inconvenienced by 
invalidated votes. Further, the committee never made 
clear just what would constitute rule violations during 
campaigning, and what violations would be serious 
enough to force disqualification. Considering the see-saw 
rulings in the Goldberg-Schechter Food Service 
representative race, this was poor planning indeed. 

Finally, the committee’s handling of the Goldberg 
complaint was downright stupid. As the Governing 
Board must have realized in overturning the committee’s 
decision to disqualify winner Schechter, the 
independently circulated Hendrickson letter was an 
event for which Schechter could not be held 
accountable on the basis of the flimsy election 
regulations. 

It is abundantly clear that, if further elections are to 
be held at GW, an elections committee must be better 
able to handle all the foreseeable ramifications arising 
out of such contests. Funny how evidence pointing 
toward the absurdity of the Center elections keeps 
popping up, no? 


Help the Kids 
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If you’re going to be in town Saturday, we’d like to 
suggest an activity that might well be quite rewarding, as 
well as benefitting the younger segment of our society: 
The Children’s March for Survival. 

The march, discussed in a column in Monday’s 
Hatchet, will be of a different orientation than the 
protests that have been so much a part of the 
Washington scene in recent years.

they both have a rather 
leisurely approach to album 
release, probably because they 
realize that flooding the market 
with new records every three 
months does not necessarily 
improve their stature as 
musicians. 

New groups? Try sitting still 
while Joy of Cooking cooks, 
see if you’re not taken in by 
Bonnie Raitt. No new trends? 
Check all the women in music 
now: Carole King, Laura Nyro, 


and the ones mentioned above. 
Better you should spend your 
money on one of their concerts 
or records than yell “rip-off!” 
at Rod Stewart or Led 
Zeppelin. It’s ultimately up to 
you what you accept and what 
you reject. 

So, as far as rejecting music 
(and you’ve forgotten countless 
artists in other than rock 
genres, like Herbie Mann, 
Roberta Flack and others) as 
being non-creative of late, 
forget it-you've been listening 
to the Big Hits too long.

Townhouse Uses 

The townhouaes on H Street 
have been vacated by the 
university for several weeks. 
Their scheduled demolition and 
reincarnation as 20 (count 
them, 20) maintenance truck 
parking spaces has been delayed 
indefinitely because the original 
hearing before the D.C. Board 
of Zoning Adjustment was not 
properly conducted. 

There is very little chance 
that the university’s application 
will be approved in the next 
few months because of this and 
related difficulties. Should we 
allow these townhouaes to 
stand vacant and unused for 
several months? I think not. 
Here are a few suggestions to 
Pres. Elliott on their use. 
Perhaps he is already making 
plans to put some of them into 
effect: 

1) Housing-on a temporary 
basis, they could be used as 


overnight accomodations for 
prospective students; or, if we 
should decide we really don’t 
need those 20 parking spaces, 
the administration might look 
into a HUD program which 
offers very low-interest loans 
for remodeling buildings to 
house students. 

2) Study lounges-until the 
university library is completed, 
there will always be a need for 
well-lighted, comfortable places 
to study.

Elliot to Replace Slow 
As Colonials’ Head Coach

In a reshuffling of 
administrative positions done 
while the campus was emptied 
by Spring Vacation, University 
President Lloyd Elliot resigned 
to become varsity basketball 
coach. 

Elliot, who said he gained 
experience in the sport by 
wadding up memos from Vice 
President for Student Affairs W.

Slow leaves GW after being 
chosen in the first round of the 
used car dealers draft last week.

Tomahawk Honky 
University officials last week unveiled a new plan for 
development of GW whicjjjwill include a huge plexiglass dome to 
be built over the entire campus. 

Chief University develper Wheel N. Deal said the dome will 
“make this school what it should be - a self contained entity, 
sealed off from all those problems of the city. Students are here 
to learn,” he added, “and we feel they can do that best inside a 
dome where they will not be distracted.” 

Elaborating on the details of the plan, Deal said the entire area 
under the dome will be paved over, and later occupied by nine 
planned new office buildings to give the University “maximum 
marginal land utilization utility.” 

Construction of the dome, „Deal said, “will finally make us 
sovereign over this entire hunk of Washington real estate/’ 
explaining that the University plans to put a limited number of 
entrances and exits in the dome and charge an admission fee for 
every car that enters. 

Asked about possible student opposition to the plan as has 
been displayed over other aspects of University development, Vice 
President for Student Affairs W. Parkhurst Smythe said “Golly, 
we hate to ask these kids to pay more still, but we just need that 
money. If we don’t collect it, we may go out of business.” 

The dome idea won out in the minds and hearts of University 
officials over a number of alternatives. One plan, proposed by 
Board of Trustees member Col. Elmer H. Honky, called for 
relocation of all campus buildings so that, when seen from the air, 
they would spell out the letters “GW.” Honky, who is vice 
president of Dow Chemical Company, pushed the idea so people 
flying into Washington National Airport could look out the plane 
windows and see “GW” instantly. 

“It would put us on the map, you might say,” Honky noted, 
adding, “It’ll also be real nice for alumni flying in to see those 
letters right there with the Washington Monument and the 
Lincoln Memorial; it might loosen up their purses a bit.” 

Continuing his senile ramblings, Honky added whistfully, 
“Actually, Lincoln wasn’t that bad. Sure, he freed the slaves but 
that was a long time ago and I say let bygones be bygones.” 

Honky’s plan was rejected after an astute Board member 
pointed out that about half the time planes pass over the 
campus as they approach to land, and the other half of the time 
they pass over to the north after taking off, so no matter how the 
buildings were arranged, airline passengers would be seeing the 
letters upside down half the time.

The GW Security Police Awards 
Banquet, considered by two reliable 
Metro construction workers to be the 
premier social event of last Wednesday, 
was held for the second straight year at 
Quigley’s “Upstairs.”

Cretin, widely known for his 
revamping of the Ohio National Guard 
three years ago, is a member of the 
Security Review Board appointed by 
President Lloyd Elliot to investigate 
campus security. 

Elliot, reached at his booth in 
Georgetown Grill, purred that Cretin was 
chosen to address the banquet since “he’s

Cretin, sporting an American flag on 
his tight-fitting leather helmet, said his 
first suggestion for the GW force was to 
institute a series of rules.”

Taken to task on this point by GW 
Campus Police Sergeant Byron Bud, 
Cretin drawled between squirts of tobacco 
juice, “You little fart, did yore mutha 
have enny kids that lived?”
